The reply filed on June 1 9, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The amendment to page 35 of the specification is acknowledged and has been entered. However, 
the amendment does not identify the sequence disclosed at page 35, line 29 by its sequence identifier. See 
the Office Letter mailed 5/18/06 which requires identification of the sequence disclosed at page 35, line 
29 by sequence identifier (i.e., SEQ ID NO). As a further issue, it is noted that the amendment includes a 
change that has not been properly indicated by underlining and strikethrough. The nucleotide sequence at 
page 35, line 29 now reads " YT A( A/T)4T A R" whereas, in the original specification, the numeral "4" was 
a subscript. Thus, it is unclear if the change was intentional or inadvertent. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in37C.F.R.. 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this 
application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R.. 1 .821-1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth on 
the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide 
Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. 

Sequences are disclosed in the specification and/or figures that are not identified by their 
sequence identifier (i.e., SEQ ID NO:). For example, there is a sequence disclosed at page 35, line 29, 
that is not identified by its sequence identifier. Applicant is reminded that the entire specification and 
figures should be reviewed for sequence disclosures and that each sequence disclosed in the 
specification must be identified by its sequence identifier (i.e., SEQ ID NO:). The specification must be 
amended to identify all disclosed sequences by their sequence identifier (i.e., SEQ ID NO), in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1 .821(d). Since the specification discloses sequences that are not identified by their 
sequence identifier, it is unclear if all disclosed sequences are included in the sequence listing. A 
substitute CRF and paper copy of the Sequence Listing are required only if the unidentified sequences are 
not already included in the Sequence Listing.
